DID YOU KNOW? The first baseball game played 
under electric lights was between Fort Wayne and 
Indianapolis teams on May 28, 1883.

DID YOU KNOW? The city of San Francisco, which 
was explored by the Spanish in 1776, was named 
after Saint Francis of Assisi.

Dzhugashvili to Joseph Stalin. 
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T his card features a “Coca-Cola” advertisement 
that appeared on an Official Score Book of the St. 
Louis Browns baseball team in 1917. Today, one of 
these original score books, in good condition, would 
be quite valuable among collectors. 

DID YOU KNOW? The Cleveland baseball team was 
nicknamed the Indians in 1913 in honor of former 
Cleveland player Luis Francis Sockalexis, who was 
the first American Indian to play in die major 
leagues.

Oberlin College was the first 
coeducational college in America, accepting female 
students in 1833. 
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T his card shows a cardboard sign that was used in 
advertising for “Coca-Cola” in 1944. Many sol¬ 
diers were returning home to resume their civilian 
life-styles which of course included “Coca-Cola.” 


DID YOU KNOW? Woolworth’s began offering items 
that cost more than five or ten cents in 1932 when 
they first offered merchandise costing twenty cents. 
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T his original artwork, titled “The Coke’s on me,” 
was created for The Coca-Cola Company by Frank 
Bensing in 1944. In this scene, several military 
personnel share a happy moment with a bottle of 
“Coca-Cola.” 

DID YOU KNOW? The first time “The Star Spangled 
Banner” was played at a sporting event was at a 
baseball game in Brooklyn in 1862. 
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T his card shows a cardboard cutout that was used 
in advertising by The Coca-Cola Company in 
1939. Today, one of these original cutouts, in 
excellent condition, is valued at approximately $200 
among collectors. 

DID YOU KNOW? The first American book written 
about baseball was the “Book of Sports” by Robin 
Carver, published in 1834.

Today, one of these original cutouts, in 
excellent condition, would be of considerable value 
to collectors. 

DID YOU KNOW? NASCAR, headquartered in 
Daytona Beach, Florida, was founded by William H. 
G. France in 1947. 
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T his card features original artwork created for The 
Coca-Cola Company and used on a cardboard 
cutout for window displays in 1940. Today, one of 
these original cutouts, in excellent condition, is 
valued at approximately $650 among collectors.

DID YOU KNOW? The average American generates 
three pounds of garbage per day, according to the 
Garbage Project.

The famous boardwalk in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey is 60 feet wide and about four and 
one-half miles long. The first boardwalk in Atlantic 
City was built in 1870.

By this time, sales of the popular beverage 
had reached an average of nine million drinks per 
day. 

DID YOU KNOW? Sigmund Freud visited the U.S. 
only once, to receive an honorary doctor of law 
degree from Clark University in Worcester, Massa¬ 
chusetts in 1909. 
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T his card features original artwork created for The 
Coca-Cola Company by Gil Elvgren in 1944. 
There were several such illustrations of this type 
created and used in advertising for “Coca-Cola” to 
celebrate the joyous homecoming of American sol¬ 
diers. 

DID YOU KNOW? The first Earth Day was cel¬ 
ebrated in the U.S. on April 20th, 1970 to draw 
attention to the pollution of the nation’s environ¬ 
ment. 
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'T'his card shows an elaborate cardboard cutout, titled 
X “Four Seasons,” that was used in window display 
advertising by The Coca-Cola Company in 1921. Today, 
one of these original displays, in good condition, is 
valued at several thousand dollars among collectors. 
DID YOU KNOW? There has never been an official 
penny in the United States. When created, it was called 
a cent. When the English penny was banned from 
circulation in 1787, along with all other foreign cur¬ 
rency, the cent took on the name penny. 
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T his card features the famous “Cherub cutout” 
that was used in advertising by The Coca-Cola 
Company in 1908. Today, one of these original 
cutouts, in excellent condition, is valued at approxi¬ 
mately $2,200 by collectors. 

DID YOU KNOW? Originally, Delta Air Lines was 
formed in Macon, Georgia as the world’s first crop¬ 
dusting service in 1924. The company expanded 
and inaugurated passenger service in 1929. 
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T his card features a cardboard cutout used in 
advertising for “Coca-Cola” in West Germany in 
1989 and 1990. Fun times and “Coca-Cola” have 
always gone hand in hand. 

DID YOU KNOW? The University of Chicago was 
founded by John D. Rockefeller. His son, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., founded Rockefeller University in 
New York. 
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T his card features original artwork cre¬ 
ated for The Coca-Cola Company in 1956. This 
young lady enjoys a lazy afternoon with a delicious 
bottle of “Coca-Cola” for refreshment. 

DID YOU KNOW? Richard J. Daley was elected 
mayor of Chicago for five terms. He was first elected 
mayor in 1955. 
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T his card shows a cardboard cutout used 
in advertising for “Coca-Cola” in 1934. Today, 
these original items are highly sought after by collec¬ 
tors of memorabilia and are considered quite valu¬ 
able. 

DID YOU KNOW? Wolfman Jack’s real name is 
Robert Weston Smith. He was bom in Brooklyn and 
began broadcasting as the “Wolfman” in 1960 at a 
border station in Via Cuncio, Mexico, just north of 
Del Rio, Texas. 
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T k his card features the original artwork created for 
The Coca-Cola Company by Bradshaw Crandall 
a 1948. Beautiful artwork such as this appeared in 
thousands of advertisements for “Coca-Cola.” 


DID YOU KNOW? Superman, the comic book su¬ 
perhero, died fighting the villain Doomsday in Su¬ 
perman No. 75, die January 1993 issue that went on 
sale November 11, 1992. 
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T his card features a cardboard cutout that was 
used in advertising for “Coca-Cola” in 1911. This 
young couple spends a pleasant afternoon together 
and enjoys a glass of refreshing “Coca-Cola” as well 
as interesting and entertaining conversation. 

DID YOU KNOW? The poem, “Casey at the Bat,” 
written by Ernest Lawrence Thayer, was first pub¬ 
lished pseudonymously in the San Francisco Exam¬ 
iner on June 3, 1888. 
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T his card features original artwork cre¬ 
ated for The Coca-Cola Company in 1943. This 
attractive young lady serves a hungry customer a 
sandwich and a bottle of ice-cold “Coca-Cola” in a 
local canteen. 

DID YOU KNOW? Citicorp originated as the City 
Bank of New York. It was established in 1812 by 
Colonel Samuel Osgood, the first commissioner of 
the U.S. Treasury. 
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T his young woman mentally checks over her shop¬ 
ping list while at the market in this original 
artwork created for The Coca-Cola Company in 
1946. Of course, she remembers to bring home 
plenty of “Coca-Cola.”

General Mills was originally 
known as the Washbum-Crosby Company when it 
was founded in 1866. In 1925, the company con¬ 
solidated with other flour mills under the name of 
General Mills. 
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T his card features a celluloid bookmark that was 
used in advertising for “Coca-Cola” in 1906. 
Today, one of these original 1 V 2 " x 3 V " bookmarks, 
in excellent condition, is valued at approximately 
$500 by collectors. 

DID YOU KNOW? Baby Ruth candy bars were 
named after President Grover Cleveland’s eldest 
daughter, and not the famous baseball player. 
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T his card features original artwork cre¬ 
ated for The Coca-Cola Company by Hayden 
Hayden in 1939. It was used on a 1940 calendar. 
The Coca-Cola Company used the talents of a num¬ 
ber of famous illustrators to create truly beautiful 
artwork for advertising “Coca-Cola.” 

DID YOU KNOW? Ronald Reagan was the host of 
“General Electric Theater” from 1954 to 1962. He 
occasionally starred in the dramas as well. 
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T his card features beautiful original artwork cre¬ 
ated for The Coca-Cola Company in 1937. In this 
advertisement, soda fountain clerks come out of an 
igloo serving delicious ice-cold “Coca-Cola.” 

DID YOU KNOW? Jimmy Carter was the first presi¬ 
dent to have more than one woman in his cabinet. He 
had a total of three.
